“It is a mite more respectable 
to vote Republican now than after 
we'd done so twice for Ike,”’ say 
Texans who keep an ear to the 
political earth, ‘“‘but we are a long 
way from a two-party situation. 
Not until the boys start to elect 
Republicans at the precinct and 
county level will we have that. 
And the boys aren’t about to 
do it.” 


There was nothing on the spe- 
cial-election ballot about Demo- 
crats or Republicans. Neither 
Tower nor the incumbent, Wil- 
liam A. Blakley, were identified 
as the nominees of their respec- 
tive parties. 


Texas Democrats stayed at 
home in large numbers. There 
were exceptions, such as at Hous- 
ton where the liberal wing of the 
Democratic party has its most 
strength. There the Democrats 
publicly supported Tower, regard- 
ing Blakley as a deserter because 
he had repudiated the administra- 
tion on his appointment last year. 
Also, they have an idea that 
Tower will be easier to beat in 
the next election. None of the ele- 
ments usually found in the Demo- 
cratic party had any enthusiasm 
for Blakley. 


Liberal Democrats 


The Texas Observer, a weekly 
paper published in Austin, is not 
considered to have much influ- 
ence, but it does reflect the views 
of. the more liberal Democrats.

ministration. The Cuban fiasco 
also had an influence.

work. Nor was much done for 
him. This, added to the fact many 
Democrats either didn’t vote or 
cast ballots for his opponent, 
brought disaster. The Tower or- 
ganization had the support of the 
John Birch Society, and of all the 
ultra-reactionary organizations in 
Texas, of which there are an 
astounding number. 


Tower’s Story 


Professor Tower's story is not 
in the Horatio Alger tradition. A 
Texas political writer summed it 
up in familiar Lone Star fashion. 
“His wife’s folks have oil money,” 
he said; “and naturally he had the 
support of much of the conserva- 
tive money in the state.” 


There is, however, a touch of 
destiny in his political career. In 
1960, the GOP was looking for 
someone to run against Sen. John- 
son. They knew their choice would 
lose. There were no volunteers. 
The young college professor, how- 
ever, was willing. Sen. Johnson 
didn’t make a speech and won by 
a.margin of almost a million 
votes. 
Tower received about 600,000. 


This year, with Sen. Johnson 
vice president, the professor 
made it. 


The result, incidentally, is not 
expected to comfort Mr. Rich- 
ard M. Nixon. In 1960 and again 
this year, the Texas GOP asked 
Mr. Nixon to stay out of the state. 
They called in Sen. Goldwater.

Kremlin Stubborn, 


Finds

VIENNA—President John F. Kennedy ended his European trip 
Monday night more convinced than ever of the importance of 
strengthening the nation’s defenses and its relations with the allies. 


This is the main impression of 
well-informed observers here aft- 
er Kennedy’s conversations with 
Prime Minister Charles de Gaulle 
in Paris, Soviet Premier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev in Vienna, and 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
in London. 


The President sincerely believes 
that his talks with Khrushchev 
here over the weekend were “‘use- 
ful,” as the communique said. 
He also intends to continue con- 
versations with Soviet officials, 
preferably at diplomatic levels, 
in the near future. 


But there is no doubt about at 
least one important fact: De- 
spite Khrushchev’s optimistic re- 
action to the Vienna talks the 
President left the Austrian capi- 
tal in a somewhat pessimistic 
mood about the possibility of 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
on Germany and Berlin, nuclear 
testing and disarmament.

Pupils Here 
Map Appeal 


To Transfer

A “great majority” of the 124 
Negro pupils rejected for transfer 
to white schools’ here next fall 
will make appeals—to federal 
court if necessary—a Negro at- 
torney predicted Monday. 


E. E. Moore Jr., one of the at- 
torneys associated with desegrega- 
tion litigation here, said the first 
step in the appeals would be made 
within the next eight days. 


The first appeal, under pupil 
placement regulations, must be 
made to the Atlanta Board of Ed- 
ucation. 


Many of the pupils will then 
appeal to the federal court “‘if 
they do not get the remedy they 
seek’’ from the board, Moore con- 
tinued. 


PLACEMENT UNDER FIRE 


Meanwhile, another leader of the 
Negro community, Jesse Hill Jr., 
hinted that the pupil placemert 
plan itself might be attacked in 
court. 


Hill declared that the decision 
of Dr. John Letson, Atlanta school 
superintendent, to allow only 10 
Negroes to transfer next fall was 
a “rigid’’ use of the pupil place 
ment regulations. 


He indicated that if more Ne- 
groes had been approved, Negro 
leaders might be content to let 
the placement plan operate with- 
out challenge. 


But, Hill added, ‘“‘the rigidity 
with which they have handled 
it is going to result (in the long 
run) in more desegregation than 
the Negro community contem-

STILL BEFORE COURT 

The comparatively low num- 
ber approved, Hill asserted, “‘is 
not in the spirit of the 1954 de- 
cision.” 

The Atlanta school case is 
technically still before the U.S. 
District Court here. 


Originally, Negro leaders an- 
nounced that they would appeal 
Judge Frank Hooper’s approval 
of the pupil placement plan sub- 
mitted by the Atlanta Board of 
Education. Later, they decided 
not to appeal.

1,500 Battle Flames

AYER, Mass. (UPI)—A small army of firefighters launched a 
massive air-ground assault Monday night on a $5 million general 
alarm blaze that swept through some 20 of tinder-dry buildings. 


Some 1,000 firefighters from 
more than 20 neighboring cities 
and towns and 500 soldiers from 
the nearby army base at Ft.

BOSTON (UPI)—Bernard Gold- 
fine, whose lavish gifts to govern- 
ment officials made headlines 
three years ago, was sent to pris 
on for one year Monday and fined 
$110,000 for tax evasion, 


The 70-year-old industrialist was 
‘taken in custody on the spot and 
escorted to a detention room to 
await transportation to the federal 
prison in Danbury, Conn., his sec- 
ond trip in 11 months. 


He had pleaded guilty to eva- 
sion of $790,000 in taxes. 


REFUSES BAIL 


Federal Judge George C. 
Sweeney refused bail and also re- 
fused to suspend execution of the 
sentence pending appeal to the 
U.S. Court of Appeals. The judge 
also refused a plea by deiense 
attorney E. Bennett Williams for 
a third hearing on Goldfine’s men- 
tal competence. 


Goldfine’s secretary, blonde 
Mildred Paperman, was placed on 
probation for three years. Her 
boss was sentenced to an addi- 
tional six months in prison but 
this sentence also was suspended. 


These sentences were suspend- 
ed on condition Goldfine and Miss 
Paperman disclose’ what ha p- 
pened to a $600,000 slush fund, 
in the form of cash and checks 
drawn to cash, which has never 
been accounted for.

Vandiver reiterated his strong 
disagreement with the U.S. Sw 
preme Court’s 1954 desegrega- 
tion ruling in commenting on the 
Atlanta school board’s decision to 
admit 10 Negroes to four white 
high schools next fall, adding: 


“However, the city of Atlanta 
is under a court order, and no 
matter how much [I may disa- 
gree with it, that court order in 
fact exists.” 


PROTECTION VOWED 


Asked then if he would call out 
state troopers or highway patrol- 
men in case of trouble, Vandiver 
asserted: 

“Any time the life or property 
of any citizen is endangered, 
whatever forces that are neces- 
sary to preserve the peace will 
be used.” 

Vandiver noted that he had 
made similar statements before. 
However, his Monday statement, 
coming immediately after com- 
ment on Atlanta’s school deseg- 
regation, indicated a strong de- 
termination on Vandiver’s part to 
deal with any violence when 
classrooms here desegregate this 
fall. 


Earlier in Mondays’ press com 
ference, Vandiver said he will at- 
tend a $25-a-plate fund-raising 
dinner of the States Rights Coun- 
cil July 24 and he urged “every 
Georgian who believes in states 
rights” to attend also.

Let Tax Revaluation 
Be Professional Job 


With 32 counties already having made 


application for loans to study tax reval- 


uations, about the wisest investment the 


state can make is to make the money 
available as soon as possible. No program 
right now could mean more to the fiscal 
health of local governments and of the 
state. 


Revenue Commissioner Dixon Oxford 
has approved regulations under which 
the loans can be made. Among these is 
a stipulation that only contracts with 
qualified professional revaluation firms 
which have received prior approval by 
the state will be considered. This is not 
a job for amateurs nor for local politi- 
cians. To be effective, tax revaluation 
must be on a professional basis. 

Also wise is the ruling that no funds 
will be paid directly to the counties nor 
to reimburse counties for any local ex- 
penses involved. This method will tend to 
remove the studies from local political 
pressures. 

The fact that 32 counties already have 
indicated they want revaluation programs 
is most encouraging. More and more are 
beginning to see that equalization is in 
their best interest. Every county which 
has not yet undertaken such a program 
would profit.from it.

Whether 10 students and five schools are too many or too few 
is secondary to the setting of the year’s historic precedents—repeal 
of the state school laws that forced the Negro into segregation, and 
their replacement by a beginning of desegregation, in peace. 

Because Mr. Hill and other Atlanta Negro leaders recognize 
the magnitude of the precedents being set, we believe their volun- 
tary judgment will be to help inaugurate the new principle this year 


in manageable form. 


As for Gov. Vandiver, his public vow to keep the peace is a pow- 
erful testimony to his responsibility. Georgians have seen what 
weaker or more frightened governors did to Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Alabama by withholding their leadership or refusing to exercise 


it. Gov. Vandiver said: 


“Anytime the life or property of any citizen is endangered, what- 
ever forces that are necessary to preserve the peace will be used.” 


That is the rock to which civilization is anchored. For one night 
at Athens rioters took over and shocked us all. Then the governor 
took command in behalf of peace. Now he has announced his prin- 
ciple again. And so he has strongly reassured every Georgian who 


respects law and order. 


So begins the new rationality of the South. As man-invented force 
and coercion are removed, the God-given power of human beings to 
adjust and to determine to get along peacefully and sensibly with 
each other is released and begins to exert itself. Georgia honors itself 
by being a leader on this path in the South.

U.S. Should Fill 


Trujillo Vacuum 


WASHINGTON—The clock that struck mid- 
night for us in Cuba, while we offered too little 
too late to arrest the menace of Castroism, must 


not and need not strike again for us in the Dominican Republic. On 
this there is growing agreement in Washington among men aware 
that the position of the United States in this hemisphere is even 
now dangerously weak and could shortly become intolerably so. 


Through the fog of confusion 
that hangs over the situation in 
the Dominican Republic, after the 
assassination of Dictator Rafael 
Trujillo, one certainty gleams 
with sinister clarity: An inviting 
vacuum has been left by the fall 
of the “strong man.”’ 

One evilly disruptive set or 
another, either Castro Commu- 
nists or violent right-wingers, is 


likely to find irresistible oppor- — 


tunity to move in there now. Such 
a movement would be against the 
most vital interests of the United 
States and the common security 
of all Latin America. 

For a coup either from far 
left or far right would surely 
be one coup too many, on top 
of Fidel Castro’s successful de- 
fiance of the United States in 
setting up an admitted Soviet 
satellite in Cuba. 

For two years Castro has pub- 
licly had the Dominican Republic 
on his list of lands to be brought 
into his sphere. Whatever the 
composition of the present regime 
there may be—pro-West or not— 
is hardly important at this mo- 
ment. For whatever its viewpoint 
it is not really a government. 

It is not recognized as such. 
In the present circumstances 
therefore, even the most massive 
subversion, whether by Castroites 
or others, would not be legally de- 
finable aggression. The Dominican 
Republic could be grabbed on the 
cheap. 

Let any lot of subversives or ad- 
venturers accomplish this seizure, 
however, and this lot could at 
least claim to represent an es- 
tablished government. ‘‘Estab- 
lished governments” in Latin 


America, even of Castro’s type, 
are thus far immune from any 
*“*intervention”’ 


by other Pan- 


American nations—no matter how 
much Soviet ‘intervention’ goes 
on. 
The charter of the Organization 
of American States, of which the 
United States is a member, stands 
in the way, until it becomes 
possible to convince the Latins 
that “‘non-intervention” is a policy 
now serving the purposes of only 
the Soviet Union. 


Accordingly, it is desperately 
important that the United States 
now take up its responsibilities 
as leader of this hemisphere 
and move to fill the vacuum 
in the Dominican Republic before 
it is too late. This could be done, 
as is suggested by Sen. Smathers 
of Florida and others, in one of 
two ways. We could make a last 


appeal to the Organization of 


American States to send in a 
collective security-force. Or, failing 
that, we could send in United 
States troops. (Smathers in par- 
ticular is entitled to be listened to; 
he was right from the start about 
Castro. ) 


This we could do with total 
right and propriety. The mission 
of the troops would be to fore- 
stall civil war, to set up a con- 
stabulary operation to keep or- 
der and to guarantee, ;within 12 
months, genuinely free elections 
so that the people could choose 
their new government. 


American action would be more 
than prudent and honorable ac- 
ceptance of plain American obli- 
gations. It would..also be precisely 
the kind of justified action of 
self-defense through which we 
badly need to show the Rus- 
sians that our real desire for 
peace does not mean unwilling- 
ness to protect our very national 
and hemispheric safety.

For Child’s Upsets, Says Psychiatrist 


The English child finishes 
school earlier and perhaps ma- 


The picture of the American 
family sitting passively around 
the TV set every evening as the 
typical way of life is wrong. 
That’s the happy discovery of 
Dr. Nancy Ward, Atlanta child 
psychiatrist, formerly of Dublin, 
Ireland. 


The tall, regal “brain doctor” 
finds family life “real’’ in the 
-U.S., after three years of resi- 
dence here. 


“Children are not neglected 
here,” she says from her experi- 
ence working with many dis- 
turbed ones at Emory Universi- 
ty’s new Child Guidance Clinic. 


WORKING MOTHER 

However, Mrs. Ward readi- 
ly admits the working mother is 
a major factor in the neurotic 
child, American version. 


Differences in education and 
recreation also fit into the pic- 
ture of the emotionally and men 
tally disturbed child—American 
versus British variety. 


Unlike many critics, Dr. Ward 
doesn’t blame the working U.S. 
mother completely with shirking 
her pdrental responsibility. 

“She is under ecnomic pres- 
sure to work,” explains the new- 
comer, wife of Dr. Joe Ward, 
a Grady Hospital urologist. 


ENGLISH MOM 


“In England, the mother is 
still in the home in most cases. 
It is not so aceptable for moth- 
ers to work,” she says. 


Schooling affects the American 
child as well, with pros and 
cons for both the U.S. and the 
British system, she thinks.

CASEY LEARNED FROM HIM 
Wilbert Robinson, Victim of Grapefruit 


Like most baliplayers, Stengel’s exact age has 
constantly been in doubt. Youth, or it appearance, 
is valuable currency for professional athletes, 
and like all the rest, Casey lost a couple of years 
along the way. The most accurate research on 
this subject says he was born on July 30, 1890. 


He was a high school sports hero, playing bas- 
ketball and football, in addition to pitching and 
playing the infield on the baseball team. The 
spring of his graduation he tried out for a pro- 
fessional team. Accustomed to playing only in 
open lots, he was completely fooled by the con- 
fusing caroms of the ball bouncing off the fence. 
The team manager was impatient, and scornful, 
as he shouted at Stengel after he had misplayed 
a ball, “Learn how to play those angles.” 


“If you want somebody to play the angles, 
why don’t you hire a pool player,” 
brash young man, who was promptly told to pack 
up and go home. 


At that time his nickname was “Dutch,” his 
father being of German descent. Eventually it 
became Casey, but just why is no clearer than 
many things about Stengel.
